Mrs. Semple takes the position that 


the Tvcltaie of prospective mothers, 
and the mothers of small children, is 
one of national inrportance; and that 
no need can arise now that will fur- 
nish any reason why any industry 
should impair the potential mother- 
hood of the country. 


In order to clarify the situation and 


assemble all facts concerning condi- 
tions in various industries, as well as 
to get a line on conditions 
under 


which women are expected to work, 
Mrs. Semple sent to all employers in 
Pennsylvania

questionnaire,

answers to which Trill constitute an 
extensive industrial survey. 


The employei-s are asked

Manufacturers 'Record, with respect 
to a statement issued last month by 
the Fnel Administration regarding the 
attitude which it would observe to- 
ward the development and outpctrOf 
new coal mines, especially those of 
small.capacity, ranging under 250 tons 
production a day. 


At the time the statement was Issued 
was.intended that a 
regulation 


covering the subject, the 
text 
of 


which was then given, -would follow 
at once. Final decision on the mat- 
Ten, however, has since been held up, 
pending a further 
consideration 
of 


some of the features involved. 


In general, the information which 


received circulation at that time left 
the impression that new .mines opened 
before September, 1916, but not actu- 
ally producing coal by January, 1918, 
would not be peradttnd to sell their 
output at a profit under any circum- 
stances, unless the average daily out- 
put exceeded ;!50 tons. 


For other mines opened before the 


time indicated, with no c "upeciation erf 
actual outputs before next January, 
it was understood that, if tie doily 
output exceeded 250 tons, they would 
be allowed to sell their product at a 
profit of 15'cents a ton over and above 
the actual cost of production 
and 


placing at the mouth of the mine, such 
cost to.be estimated by the filing of 
acceptable cost statement sheets with 
the Fuel Administration. 


There was no thought on the par? 


of the Fuel Administration, it. has been 
stated, .of preventing- anyone 
from 


opening new mines. Rather was the 
proposed action 
designer] 
to dis- 


courage'such attempts where, under 
normal conditions, the cost 'of opera- 
tion w«i!d occasion actual loss of 
capital to the investors, once the ab- 
normal conditions now prevailing 
should have disappeared. 


THe oiij'Kit, tbTttfore, was to indi-* 


cate to prospective operators of. new 
mines ;that they need not expect the 
Fuel Administration to 
encourage 


them in ventures vrhich merely had in 
view the reaping of profits 
from 
a 


market dependent upon tha mainte- 
nance of a high level of prices, such as 
the war has produced. 


This consideration, of course, was 


based on the assumption 
that 
the 


prices set by the government in the 
different districts, and for the differ- 
ent grades of coal, would 
not 
be 


adequate to meet the cost of produc- 
tion. There was not intended to be 
conveyed the idea that the govern-, 
ment JTICCS would not be allowed to 
be operative in tlie new mines, just as 
in all others. So'far as the Fuel Ad- 
ministration is concerned, however, 
all the cases that have been brought 
to its notice have 1»een those In which 
additional price allowances have been 
held necessary. 


A further phase is that not only 


wilt .there be no prohibition of an al- 
lowance of the custoraaiy government 
price, but that the additional-, charge 
of 45 cents a ton may be made where 
mutual agreement between operators 
and miners are in force, with tie re- 
quired penalty clause applicable to 
either party to the agreement in cast1

MAY RAISE PRICES 


Coal Operators Allowed to Charge Ad- 


ditional 4 SCents at Mines. 


Chairman J. C. Barbour of the Fay- 


ette County Fuel Committee has re- 
ceived from William Potter, state Euei 
administrator, a -ruling under which 
the coal operators of the county wili 
be permitted to charge the additional 
45 cents a ton at the mine which has 
been allo-wed in other districts. 
In 


order to charge $2.45 a ton at the 
mines it is necessary for the operators 
to have an agreement with their men, 
and in ordor that non-union districts 


may enjoy_this advantage, having al- 
ready made a wage advance corres- 
ponding with that in tho union dis- 
tricts, it has been agreed, with the 
consent of the President ot the United 
States and the Fuel Administration, 
that the posting of a notice of -an ap- 
proved form will be satisfactory. 


Fuel Administrator William Potter 


of Philadelphia sends the following 
letter: 
, 


'The President will accept as satis- 


factory in cases where conditions do 
not render agreement possible, 
the 


posting of notices for employes, cuu- 
taining the announcement that 
in- 


crease of wages effective November 1, 
continuing through the period of the 
war, 
but not exceeding two years from 


April 1,1518, as, provided in the "Wash- 
ington agreement of October 6, 1017, is 
sufficient with the fulfillment of this 
requirement and paying the increased 
as published is sufficient justification 
for charging the increased prices."

paratus broke and when remorse was; 
had by the management to the cm erg-: 
ency loading device, it broke in tunij 
and ad locomotives were compelled to 
run into Pittsburg to bo coaled, a dis- 
tance of 45 miles. And what hanmnicd 
at Conway happened in varying forms 
and degrees of transportation trouble 
at »v«ry other yard in the district 
wasre conditions are not quite so 
untoward, perhaps, but arc sufficiently 
bad 10 occasion discouragement where 
previously only encouragement oh- 
taiued.
